Special abbreviations 

Knitted-on cast on: Make a slip knot 
and place on LH needle (this counts 
as first st). *lnsert RH needle into 
stitch as if to knit, pull a loop through 
and place on LH needle; rep from * to 
required number of sts. 

KB: Pick up st 5 rows directly below 
next st on LH needle and knit these 
two sts tog. 

kw3: Knit next st, wrapping yarn 
around needle three times. 
c5 (ciuster 5 sts): [Slip next 5 sts 
to RH needle, dropping extra loops, 
bring yarn forward, return 5 sts to LH 
needle, take yarn back] twice, return 5 
sts to RH needle.

Rnd 1: Knit. 

Rnd 2: *K1, [kw3] 5 
times; rep from * 
to end. 

Rnd 3: *K1, c5; 
rep from * 
to end. 

Rnd 4: Knit. 

Tuck stitch 

Rnds 1-5: Knit. 

Rnd 6: *KB; rep from * 

to end. 



^ It’s important to use a cast on 
which gives a loose edge (such 
as the knitted-on cast on 
recommended) for this pattern 
as it will make picking up 
stitches from the edge to make 
the folded hem much easier and 
avoids any extra bulk. Using a 
firmer cast on such as the 
thumb method or cable cast on 
will make it difficult to work the 
folded hem 

^ If you are using a different yarn 
from your stash to make this 
pattern, bear in mind that there 
is a wide variation in tensions 
between different super-chunky 
yarns, so you might want to add 
or remove pattern repeats if 
your yarn knits to a much tighter 
or looser tension. Each pattern 
repeat is worked over 6 sts, so 
as long as you cast on a 
multiple of 6 sts you can make 
the cowl as big or small as you 
like. Just remember to allow 
enough yarn for any changes 
you make

Rnd 6: With CC, knit. 

Rnd 7: Beginning with Rnd 5 (1) of chart 
or written instructions, work swiftly 
pattern 4 (5) times across the rnd. 

Cont working in this manner until swiftly 
patt is complete. Note that you do not 
need to carry CC on even-numbered 
rounds as all CC sts are slipped rather 
than knitted. 

Break yarn, thread through rem sts and 
pull tight to fasten. 

Block to measurements and weave in ends. ^

Rnds 3-12: Rep rnds 1-2. 

Rnd 13: K2 MC, ssk CC, k5 MC, k2tog 
CC, kl MC. 



Rnd 14: PI MC, ml p-wise MC, sll CC, 
p5 MC, sll CC, ml p-wise MC. 

Rnd 15: K3 MC, ssk CC, k3 MC, k2tog 
CC, k2 MC. 

Rnd 16: P2 MC, ml p-wise MC, sll CC, 
p3 MC, sll CC, ml p-wise MC, pi MC. 
Rnd 17: K4 MC, ssk CC, kl MC, k2tog 
CC, k3 MC. 

Rnd 18: P3 MC, ml p-wise MC, si CC, pi

Row 9: Sll p-wise wyif, k2, p2, k2tog, yo, 
kl, pi, kl, yo, ssk, *p5, k2tog, yo, kl, 
pi, kl, yo, ssk; rep from * to last 5 
sts, p2, k3. 

Row 10: Sll p-wise wyif, k4, *p3, kl, p3, 
k5; rep from * to last 12 sts, p3, kl, 
p3, k5. 

Row 11: Sll p-wise wyif, k2, pi, k2tog, 
yo, k2, pi, k2, yo, *ssk, p3, k2tog, yo, 
k2, pi, k2, yo; rep from * to last 6 sts, 
ssk, pi, k3. 



Row 12: As Row 2. 

Row 13: Sll p-wise wyif, k2, k2tog, yo, 
k3, pi, k3, *yo, ssk, pi, k2tog, yo, k3, 
pi, k3; rep from * to last 5 sts, yo, 
ssk, k3. 

Row 14: Sll p-wise wyif, k2, p2, *p3, kl, 
p5, kl, p2; rep from * to last 12 sts, 
p3, kl, p5, k3. 

Row 15: Sll p-wise wyif, k5, k2tog, yo, 
pi, yo, ssk, kl, *k2, pi, k3, k2tog, yo, 
pi, yo, ssk, kl; rep from * to last 5 
sts, k5. 

Row 16: Sll p-wise wyif, k2, p2, *p2, k3, 
p4, kl, p2; rep from * to last 12 sts, 
p2, k3, p4, k3. 

Row 17: Sll p-wise wyif, k4, k2tog, yo, 
p3, yo, ssk, *k2, pi, k2, k2tog, yo, p3, 
yo, ssk; rep from * to last 5 sts, k5. 

Row 18: Sll p-wise wyif, k2, p2, *pl, k5, 
p3, kl, p2; rep from * to last 12 sts, 
pi, k5, p3, k3. 

Row 19: Sll p-wise wyif, k3, k2tog, yo, 
p5, yo, *ssk, kl, pi, kl, k2tog, yo, p5, 
yo; rep from * to last 6 sts, ssk, k4.

Row 21: Sll p-wise wyif, k4, p7, *5-st 
cable, p7; rep from * to last 5 sts, k5. 

Row 22: As Row 20. 

Row 23: Sll p-wise wyif, k3, yo, ssk, p5, 
k2tog, *yo, kl, pi, kl, yo, ssk, p5, 
k2tog; rep from * to last 4 sts, yo, k4. 

Row 24: As Row 18. 

Row 25: Sll p-wise wyif, k4, yo, ssk, p3, 
k2tog, yo, *k2, pi, k2, yo, ssk, p3, 
k2tog, yo; rep from * to last 5 sts, k5. 

Row 26: As Row 16. 

Row 27: Slip-wise wyif, k5, yo, ssk, 
pi, k2tog, yo, kl, *k2, pi, k3, yo, ssk, 
pi, k2tog, yo, kl; rep from * to last 
5 sts, k5.

Rnd 6: P39 (40, 43, 45, 47, 50, 51) to 
wrapped st, work wrap tog with st, pi,

Top models Katherine Poulton 
and Lily Cole turned their love 
for slow, soulful fashion into 
an edgy knitwear brand. With 
the release of a book of some 
of The North Circular's 
best-loved patterns, we 
asked Katherine Just why 
handmade is so hot right now 

When knitting ever does hit the 
headlines, it’s often down to a celebrity 
endorsement of the craft as a great way 
to while away the time and blow off 
steam - and increasingly more we 
see reports of fashion models casting 
on backstage. 

It’s an interesting dynamic to see the 
people used to wearing the clothing 
playing some small role in its creation 
and, more and more, ‘hand knit’ is 
becoming a buzzword for knitwear design 



collections gracing the catwalks. Giles 
Deacon’s spring/summer 2015 
collection, for example, was all hand- 
knitted and embroidered using yarn from 
trendy producers Wool and the Gang. 

However, business partners Lily Cole and 
Katherine Poulton haven’t just hopped on 
the handmade-trend bandwagon - the 
two top models and friends set up their 
knitwear company The North Circular in 
2009, with a clear ethos and vision for 
what they wanted to achieve. 

Despite being signed to the same 
modelling agency, the two only met 
through mutual friends, but through their 
appreciation of knitting, they struck up a 
friendship. “We were always 
brainstorming crazy ideas - real 
dreamers, but it was this idea that 
seemed too good not to give it a real try. 
We were inspired by the idea that 
everyone could be connected to what 
they wore - connected not only to the 
person who made it but also the knitting 
traditions that have been handed down 
through generations,” says Katherine. 



It’s a lofty ideal, but it translates into the 
key values of The North Circular. “We 
aimed to create a local product, not Just in 
the production, but the raw materials too. 

It led us to discover the best of fibres that 
are produced here- Wensleydale, Bluefaced 
Leicester, alpaca and British cashmere are 
all great to work with,” says Katherine, and 
when you see that co-founder Lily Cole is 
also a patron for HRH Prince Charles 
Campaign for Wool, it’s clear this devotion 
is no whimsy for them. 

While their background is in fashion, it 
strikes us that they approach the business 
more as knitters. Both Katherine and Lily 
were taught by their grandmothers, and 
Katherine admits “I still go to her to learn 
- she’s an amazing knitter and can fix it 
whenever I go wrong.” 

It was even their grandmothers who 
inspired their production process, 
keeping each knitted accessory imbued 
with the love that comes from creating 
something by hand.

“We say our products are ‘knitted by 
grannies, girls and a few strong men’ - 
it’s mostly retired, fun-loving, computer- 
savvy women who are nimble with a pair 
of needles and want to make their 
favourite hobby into a job.” Katherine’s 
gran is even a star of their knitting team, 
and if you take a trip to The North 
Circular website (www.thenorthcircular. 
com/meet-your-knitters), you’ll find out 
all about the other knitters who 
undertake the orders. The company even 
encourages customers to email in their 
thanks to the maker, restoring the link 
between maker and wearer, which is a 
lovely touch. 

Almost to prove the point that her heart 
lies with the knitters, Katherine has 
teamed up with Kyle Books this year to 
produce a book of The North Circular’s 
most-loved designs. The patterns in A 
Good Yam are simple, but stylistic - the 
duo choosing not to be fashion designers 
as much as create timeless classics with 
a twist that you can wear until they’re 
threadbare. While some of the ideas 
presented are basic knits, there’s some 




inventive use of techniques to create 
effects outside of the usual arsenal of 
knitting designers. 

“When it comes to knits, I am a big fan of 
patterns,” says Lily, in introducing A Good 
Yam. “They imply a lineage that can be 
passed along and adapted over time. 
Offering a logic to magic. A bit like 
recipes. A bit like spells.” The patterns 
are as much a part of the story that The 
North Circular wants its customers to 
understand, to connect more with the 
production of fashion, so that in the 
future everyone comes to understand 
that “there is always a person behind 
everything, and that objects contain time, 
effort and work - and sometimes love 
and magic too.” 

So with the trend for hand-knitting lying 
more in the love for creating, rather than 
fashion, we get to our last question for 
Katherine - why is knitting so popular 
with fashion models? “Models do Just 
have a lot of downtime to keep busy in, 
but, for me, the satisfaction of creating 
something beautiful and useful will 
always be in fashion.” 




Katherine's 
quick-fire questions 



When did you first iearn to knit? 

My grandmother taught me when 
I was young, and I still go to her to 
learn. She’s an amazing knitter 
and can fix the knitting whenever 
I go wrong. 

Which of the patterns in the book get 
the most wear in your own wardrobe? 

I live in our snoods! They are so 
versatile, you can wear them loose 
and they stay with you as you rush 
around town. In the middle of winter, 
you can wrap up in them over your 
head to keep out the howling rain. 

Whafs the bi^est chaiienge for 
your business? 

Our production methods are very 
expensive, so creating the right profit 
margin is difficult. 

Any big trends on your needies 
this season? 

We are loving tight, uniform rib 
stitches this season, so we’re knitting 
lots of different versions of those at 
the moment. 

Any exciting projects on the horizon? 

Apart from the book, we are launching 
our first knitting kits with amazing 
skincare brand Weleda - they are 
knit-your-own aromatherapy 
water-bottle covers!

Urchin Beret 

Katherine uses an interesting technique of changing 
needle size to shape this tarn, creating an unusual fabric 






Rather than increasing stitches, this 
hat gets wider by using bigger needles. 
Conventionally, linen stitch makes a very 
dense, inflexible, woven-looking fabric. 
But by using much bigger needles, an 
open honeycomb, lace effect is created. 
All slipped stitches are slipped purlwise. 
Be careful, as it is easy to purl the 
occasional stitch instead of slipping it 
when you put yarn forward. Keep sts 
between DPNs tight to avoid gaps. 

Using 5mm DPNs, cast on 91 sts. Join, 
being careful not to twist sts. Pm at 
beginning of rnd. 

Linen stitch pattern 

Rnd 1: *K1, sll wyif, rep from * to last 

St, kl. 

Rnd 2: *SI1 wyif, kl; rep from * to last 
St, sll wyf. 

Repeat these 2 rounds, changing needle 
size as follows.

With smaller circular needle and MC, cast 
on 144 (156) sts. Join to work in the rnd, 
being careful not to twist. 

Rnds 1-8: *K2, p2; rep from * to end. 
Change to larger circular needle and knit 
1 rnd. 

Cont in St st, following the chart, until the 
work measures 45 (48) cm. 

Cast off 7 sts from each side for the 
armholes as follows. 

Cast off 3 sts, work 65 (71) sts, cast off

Sleeves 

With smaller DPNs and MC, cast on 40

Continue following the chart until the 
work measures 14 (14) cm. 

Increase 1st at beg and 1st at end of rnd 
on every 10th rnd 6 (7) times in all, and 
thereafter on every fifth round 3 (5) times 
in all. 59 (67) sts 
Continue straight until the sleeve 
measures approximately. 47 (49) cm. 
Note: finish with the same stripe- 
pattern row as the back/front before the 
armholes. Now cast off the first 3 sts 
and the last 4 sts of the round. Place 
the work on a stitch holder and make the 
other sleeve in the same way. 

Raglan 

Place all the sts onto the larger circular 
needle with the sleeves over the casted- 
off sts for the armholes. 234 (262) sts 
Place a stitch marker between each 
section. The round starts between the 
sleeve and the left front. Work 4 rounds 
following the chart without decreases. 
Note that the pattern should be 
symmetrical over all the sections. 



Now decrease for the raglan on every 
other rnd and on each of the four 
sections as follows. 

K2tog, work until 2 sts before the stitch 
marker, ssk. 

Decrease for the raglan 17 (19) times 
in all. 98 (110) sts remaining on the 
needles. Work 1 rnd in MC, decreasing 
evenly over the rnd to 80 (84) sts. 

Neck 

Change to the smaller, shorter circular 
needle and work 26 rounds in rib (K2, 

P2). Cast off in rib. 

Assembly: Fasten off the ends and sew 
together under the sleeves. 

Washing instructions: Wash the jumper 
in Navia Wool Care. After washing, spread 
out the Jumper on a towel to dry. ^

Row 3: DS, k to one st after DS created 
in previous row, turn. 

Row 4: DS, p to one st after DS created 
in previous row, turn.

End Rnd: DS, k to marker, rm, k27. 

Foot 

Using stripes in different colours and/or 
stranded motifs of your choice, work in St 
st for 18 to 20 rnds. 

Toe 

Rnd 1: K9, pm, kl8, pm, k9. 

Rnd 2: *K to 3 sts before marker, k2tog, 
kl, sm, kl, ssk; rep from * once, k to 
end of rnd. 32 sts 

Rnd 3: Knit. 

Rep rnds 1-3 twice. 24 sts 
Rep Rnd 2 four more times. 8 sts 
Break yarn, leaving a 10cm tail, and 
thread through rem sts. Pull tight 
to fasten.

Rnd 16: K18, pi, klO, pi, kl8. Purled 
sts mark eye locations.

Rnd 28: K19, ml, klO, ml, kl9. 50 sts 

Rnds 29-35: Knit. 

Rnd 36: K20, ml, klO, ml, k20. 52 sts 

Rnds 37-43: Knit. 

Rnd 44: K5, ml, kl6, ml, klO, ml, kl6, 
ml, k5. 56 sts 

Rnds 45-51: Knit. 

Rnd 52: K5, ml, kl8, ml, klO, ml, kl8, 
ml, k5. 60 sts 
Rnds 53-57: Knit. 

Rnd 58: K30, place next 30 sts on 
waste yarn.

Join to work in the rnd.

30 sts 

Cast off all stitches if you want to sew 
bottom of leg, or graft seam closed.

Place 30 sts from waste yarn onto 3

Close holes at cast on and sew 
cast-off edges closed. 



Ears (make 2) 

With MC and smaller needles, cast on 12 
sts. Join to work in the rnd, being careful 
not to twist.

Rnd 5: [Kl, k2tog] four times. 8 sts 
Cut yarn, leaving long end. Thread 
through rem sts and pull tight to gather. 



Jumper body 

With CC and larger needles, cast on 44 
sts. Join to work in the rnd, being careful 
not to twist. Pm to mark beg of rnd. 

Rnds 1-6: *K1, pi, rep from * to end. 
Rnd 7: Knit 

Rnd 8: K8, [ml, k2] three times, ml, kl6, 
ml, [k2, ml] three times, k8. 52 sts 

Rnd 9: Knit. 

Rnd 10: With MC, k9, ml, k2, ml, k4, 
ml, k2, ml, kl8, ml, k2, ml, k4, ml, 
k2, ml, k9. 60 sts 
Rnd 11: With CC, knit. 

Rnd 12: With MC, klO, ml, k2, ml, k6, 
ml, k2, ml, k20, ml, k2, ml, k6, ml, 
k2, ml, klO. 68 sts 
Rnd 13: With CC, knit. 

Rnd 14: With CC, kll, ml, k2, ml, k8, 
ml, k2, ml, k22, ml, k2, ml, k8, ml, 
k2, ml, kll. 76 sts 
Rnd 15: With CC, kl2, kfb, place next 
12 sts onto waste yarn for sleeve, kfb, 
k24, kfb, place next 12 sts onto waste 
yarn for sleeve, kfb, kl2. 56 sts 
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Rnd 16: With MC, knit. 

Rnd 17: With CC, knit. 

Rnd 18: With MC, knit. 

Rnds 19-21: With CC, knit. 

Rnds 22-27: Repeat rnds 16-21. 

Rnd 28: With CC, knit. 

Rnds 29-30: *K1, pi, rep from * to end. 
Cast off in rib. 

Sleeve 

Place 12 sts for one sleeve onto larger 
needles. Attach CC yarn at underarm. 
Rnd 1: Pick up 1 st, kl2, pick up 1 st.

Rnd 2: With MC, knit. 

Rnd 3: With CC, knit. 

Rnd 4: With MC, knit.

Rnd 10: *K2, k2tog, rep from * to end. 
30 sts 

Rnd 11: Knit. 

Rnd 12: *K1, k2tog, rep from * to end.

Rnd 13: Knit. 

Rnd 14: *K2tog, rep from * to end. 10 sts 
Break yarn and thread through rem sts. 
Pull tight to fasten. Weave in ends. If you 
like, add a decorative button to the hat. 




Making up: Embroider the nose and 
mouth using black yarn. Place the hat on 
the bear’s head and use holes to mark 
the locations of the ears. Remove hat. 
Sew cast-on edge of ears to the head 
using whipstitch - folding or curving this 
edge will make it easier to fit the ears 
through the holes in the hat. Dress the 
bear in the finished Jumper and use the 
armholes to mark the locations of the 
arms. Remove Jumper. Sew cast-on edge 
of arms to body using whipstitch, placing 
seam horizontally so that the arms hang 
down. Weave in ends. Dress toy.^

Sew the cast-off edge of the tail low down 
on the back of the squirrel, continue 
sewing the tail to the body using a 
mattress stitch for a couple of inches up 
the back of the squirrel (to make the tail 
stand up), then stitch along a row and 
back down the other side of the tail. Fold 
the ears into a gentle curve and stitch to 
the head. ^ 



I like to add some baking beads 
to the bottom of toys like this 
one to give them a little more 
stability. Just put some in an 
old, clean sock and wrap 
stuffing around it 

^ I didn’t bind off the ears or arms 
- instead I cut a really long tail 
and put the stitches on a holder 
until I was ready to sew on. At 
the end, I Kitchener-stitched the 
live stitches onto the finished 
body, giving a far neater result. 
However, this can be a little 
fiddly. There is a tutorial on my 
blog if you’d like to try it:

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Back to Basics: 
Stretchy cast offs 

Do you find that your cast-off edge is too tight, cutting into 
your leg or distorting the shape of your beautiful shawl? 

Debbie Tomkies to the rescue!

When you’re finishing a project and you 
can’t wait to get it off the needles, it’s 
tempting to rush straight into the cast 
off without giving it a second thought. 
However, as with a good cast on, a 
few minutes spent thinking about the 
right cast off will really pay dividends 
when it comes to the overall finish and 
appearance of your knits, not to mention 
how suitable they are for their purpose 
and your needs. Often a standard cast off 
will be Just fine, but who hasn’t knitted 
a pair of toe-up socks and been unable 
to get their foot in due to a too-tight, 
inelastic cast off? 



ELIZABETH ZIMMERMAN SEWN 
CAST OFF 

This is a good choice for garter-stitch 
fabrics and it has less tendency to curl 
when used on stocking stitch. It looks 
very much like the long-tail cast-on edge, 
and so is ideal for scarves or other 
projects where both ends will be seen 
and it is more aesthetically pleasing if 
the ends match. Bear in mind that if it 
does need undoing, each stitch has to 
be ‘unsewn’ - not simply pulled back 
like many other cast offs. It has good 
elasticity without being too baggy or 
too loose. 



Speaking of elastic cast offs, this month 
I’m featuring two different cast-off 
techniques, both of which make nice, 
elastic cast offs for socks, lace and 
beyond - the Elizabeth Zimmerman sewn 
cast off and the Russian cast off. 




Cut the working yarn, leaving a tail 
three or four times the length of the 
knitting. Thread the cut end onto a blunt 
bodkin (knitters or tapestry needle). A 
blunt point will ensure that the needle 
doesn’t split the yarn. 






With the work in LH, insert the bodkin 
into the first 2 sts on LH needle as if to 
purl. Pull the yarn through, drawing up 
snugly but not too tight. 



Take the bodkin back into the first stitch, 
going from left to right, front to back. Pull 
the yarn through. 





Slip the first st off the LH needle and 
insert the bodkin into next 2 sts on LH 
needle as if to purl. Pull the yarn through, 
drawing up snugly but not too tight. 



mM Repeat steps 2-3 until the desired 
number of stitches has been cast off. 
Darn in any ends neatly. 
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RUSSIAN CAST OFF 

This cast off comes in several guises 
and it is difficult to pin down exactly 
which is the ‘true’ Russian cast off. 
This cast off is from The Book of 
Russian Knitting, so on that basis, 

I’m going to assume that it is the 
genuine article, but don’t worry if 
you’ve seen this under a different 
name. It is also referred to as the 
knit (or purl) lace cast off, lace cast 
off and Russian-lace cast off. 



KNIT VERSION 

To cast off in knit, work as follows. 





One St is now on RH needle. 




Slip St from RH needle back onto the 
LH needle. 




K next 2 sts together (this will be the one 
you transferred back and the next one 
that has not yet been worked). 



Kfl Repeat steps 2-4 until the desired 
number of stitches has been cast off. 
Break off the yarn, pass the cut end 
through the loop and draw up snugly. 
Darn in any ends neatly. 



PURL VERSION 

To cast off in purl, work as follows. 






With work in LH, p first 2 sts together. 



One St is now on RH needle. Slip this st 
back to the LH needle. 



Slip St on the RH needle back onto the 
LH needle. 




P next 2 sts together (this will be the one 
you transferred back and the next one 
that has not yet been worked). 



Kfl Repeat steps 2-4 until the desired 
number of stitches has been cast off. 
Break off the yarn, pass the cut end 
through the loop and draw up snugly. 
Darn in any ends neatly.

K17 (20, 24, 27, 31, 35, 39) sts, work 
Rnd 1 of lace from chart or written 
directions, k to end. 

Work 8 more rounds, continuing lace

Ragian Body Dec Rnd: Work the Raglan 
decs on Front and Back Body only, 
excluding the sleeves. 4 sts cfec'of 

Ragian Sieeve Dec Rnd: Work the Raglan 
decs on Sleeves only, excluding the body. 
4 sts ofec'of 

Tubular cast on for 1x1 ribbing 

1 Begin with a tail approximately four 
times the length on the cast-on edge. 

2 Make a slip knot and place it on the 
needle in your right hand. 

3 Hold the tail of the yarn over your 
left-thumb and the working yarn over 
your left forefinger, as you would with a 
long-tail cast-on. 

4 With the tip of the needle, reach under 
the thumb strand and over the forefinger 
strand to catch it, and back under the 
thumb strand. One stitch cast on. 

5 For the second stitch, reach the tip of 
the needle under the forefinger strand. 



LACE CHART 
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6 Continue steps 4 and 5 until the 
number of stitches required is cast on. 
Secure the cast on by making the last 
stitch a half-hitch knot. 

Tip: After casting all the stitches on, I 
find it easier to work a single row before 
joining to work in the round. Work into 
the back of the half-hitch knot, and no- 
tice that each of the knit stitches are on 
the needle back to front-be sure to knit 
them through the back loop. 



Working the lace panel 

The lace chart comprises columns 
of lace-panel reps worked in rounds 
from the RS. When beginning new 
lace panels, start at the same rnd as 
existing panels. 

The first is placed after 33 (36, 40, 

43, 47, 51, 55) sts have been worked, 
for 10 rnds. 

Panels 2 and 3 are placed with 4 sts 
either side of panel 1, commencing 
after 25 (28, 32, 35, 39, 43, 47) sts, 
for 12 rnds. 

The outer two panels are placed after 
17 (20, 24, 27, 31, 35, 39) sts have 
been worked, continuing until the 
short row section. 

Lace Patt 

4 sts wide. 

Rnd 1: PI tbi (pulling tight), yo, ssk, 
pi tbI. 

Rnd 2: PI tbi (pulling tight), k2, pi tbi. 
Rnd 3: PI tbi (pulling tight), k2tog, yo, 
pi tbi. 

Rnd 4: Rep Row 2.

It is important to check your 
tension before commencing the 
garment.

When we caught 
a glimpse of 
Xandy’s inventive 
stitch patterns on 
Ravelry, we had 
to get in touch to 

learn a little more about her and her 
designs. She currently lives in a suburb 
of New York City, USA, where she works 
as a footwear designer. 



We’ve been really drawn to your unusual 
stitch-pattern designs... how did you 
come to start designing them? 

Last fall, I decided to make up a new and 
interesting stitch that would be a little 
different. Flame-stitch patterns sounded 
like an interesting place to start, so I 
did a hand sketch of what is now the 
Fox Paws pattern. It was really different 
than a basic chevron, but seemed like it 
could be knit if the right stitches existed 
to make those extreme curves happen. 

A few swatches later, my stripes started 
to actually bend like in the sketch. Then 
there were about 20 more swatches, 
exploring all the possibilities. It was 
pretty surprising that things worked 
out so well. 





So just how do they work? 

They’re all made by stacking increases 
or decreases on top of each other in the 
same row. For example, if you want to 
increase a lot of stitches, you start with 
one, slip some stitches back to your left 
needle, then work another increase right 
on top of the last one. They’re like tiny 
short rows, but you never have to turn 
your work. 

Have you been surprised at how popular 
they’ve been? 

Yes and no. Knitters are always looking 
for something new and interesting but I 
didn’t realise it would catch on so quickly. 
I definitely thought fewer people would be 
willing to start a project with techniques 
that they hadn’t done before. 

How would you describe your style as 
a designer? 

That’s difficult. My personal style is pretty 
defined but not really for everyone so I 
try to put style aside and focus more on 
designing something that’s fun to make. 

What do you think is the most exciting 
thing about knitting? 

You can make exactly what you want 
and you never have to settle for what’s 
in the stores. 



Are you working on anything exciting at 
the moment? 

Yes, I have a few more patterns using 
this technique that will be coming out in 
the spring. I am also hoping to explore 
more unusual techniques in the future.

This month, we asked three 
of the Knit Now Design Team 
to test out some of the top 
straight needles on the market 
and asked for their honest 
opinions. These are the results 



Inspiration 



For the smoothest ride on your knitting 
project, you need the right tools, and no 
one knows this better than designers, who 
spend most of their time with knitting 
needles in their hands. With that in 
mind, we asked Knit Now designers Joeli 
Caparco, Michelle Hazell and Anna Elliott 
to take some needles for a test drive.

In a word: fancy, heavy, 
smooth, balanced, strong 

Michelle says: The ends were a 
little small for me, but I liked the 
smoothness and the weightier feel 
compared to the other long pair I 
tested. I think the patterning would 
probably help when counting stitches. 

Anna says: The smooth finish is 
great, allowing the stitches to move 
easily but at the same time gripping 
them enough that even stitches in 
a silk-blend yarn stayed put when I 
needed them to. This would make 
them a good choice for lace or 
cables. The tips are sharp enough to 
pick up stitches precisely.

In a word: grippy, light, 
rounded, smooth, attractive 

Joell says: These needles are a little 
too grippy for my style of knitting. 
They’re good quality though and, if 
you work with a lot of slippery yams. 
I’d highly recommend these. 

Michelle says: These needles 
are very light, which makes them 
suitable for lighter-weight yarns and 
small projects. As wooden needles 
go, the points are fairly pointy, not 
so much that splitting yarn would 
be a problem, but they’re possibly 
not quite pointy enough for lace. I 
would definitely recommend these 
for beginners as they are lovely 
lightweight needles and I love the 
shape of the ends.

In a word: stiff, ridged, 
grippy, smooth, pretty 

Michelle says: These were my 
favourite, largely because of the 
length (I like to tuck the end of a 
straight needle in my elbow) and I 
liked the fact that they were grippy, 
which would work well with a wide 
variety of yarns. There’s plenty of 
length for larger projects and the tips, 
which were perfectly pointed for me, 
would cope well with cables and lace. 

Joell says: These are really lovely to 
work with. They are smooth, but not 
too smooth, and pointy, but not too 
pointy - a nice middle ground.

In a word: pointy, short, 
strong, light, smart, smooth 

Michelle says: These are sturdy 
needles that appear extremely well 
made compared to other bamboo 
needles on the market. The points are 
good and sharp, ideal for lace knitting 
or projects where you have to purl 
three together. I feel these would stand 
up well to regular and intensive use. 

Anna says: The darker brown colour 
made them look smarter than the 
average needle and the texture is 
good - grippy enough for control 
but allowing smooth movement of 
stitches. Fresh out the packet, one 
needle had a slight bend in it - I 
wouldn’t want to knit anything too 
heavy using these.

Change to yarn C (held double) and dec 
for the toe as follows: 

Rnd 1: *K6, k2tog; rep from * to end of 
rnd. 63 sts 

Rnds 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 & 12: Work even. 

Rnd 3: *K5, k2tog; rep from * to end of 
rnd. 54 sts 

Rnd 5: *K4, k2tog; rep from * to end of 
rnd. 45 sts 

Rnd 7: *K3, k2tog; rep from * to end of 
rnd. 36 sts 

Rnd 9: *K2, k2tog; rep from * to end of 
rnd. 27 sts 

Rnd 11: *K1, k2tog; rep from * to end of 
rnd. 18 sts 

Rnd 13: *K2tog, rep from * to the end of 
rnd. 9 sts 

Break the yarn about 20cm (8”) from the 
work. With a tapestry needle, pass the 
thread through the rem sts and pull tight. 
Pass the thread through the middle of 
the sts and secure on the WS. If you feel 
that the stitches along the gusset are too 
big, take some yarn and weave into the 
sts from the WS and pull tight. Keep an 
eye on the RS to make sure it looks okay. 
Weave in any loose ends. 

Make the hanging loop 

With yarn C and holding the yarn triple, 
finger-crochet a lOcm-long (4”) string. 
Stitch it in place at the back of the top 
of the stocking. 

With an iron set on the ‘wool’ setting 



and, using the steam function, carefully 
block the stocking to shape. 

Hang the Christmas stocking by the fireplace 
and wait for Santa Claus to drop by! ^

Finishing: Block pieces to 
measurements. With both RS facing 
down, place end of first strip over end 
of second strip at a 90° angle on a flat 
surface, so that the lower piece (A) is 
running horizontally and the other (B) is 
running vertically. Fold the long end of 
A across, and then fold the long end of 
B up. Repeat this until all of the strip is 
used up. Curve the folded pieces around 
and pin cast-on and cast-off edges of 
each piece together, matching colours. 
Sew the short ends of each piece 
together using mattress stitch. 

Weave in ends. ^

Turn the 
lining so that the fabric is on the inside, 
insert into knitted cosy, pin along the 
bottom edge and the gaps for spout and 
handle, then slip-stitch into place.

Whether you’re new to knitting or just need a quick refresher, these pages will 
tell you all you need to know about the essential techniques 



Cast on 







Make a long-tailed slip knot and 
place it on the needle. Hold the 
needle in your right hand. Pass 
the ball end of yarn over the index 
finger, under the middle and over 
the third finger. Holding the free 
end in the left hand, wrap it around 
the left thumb from front to back. 



Insert the needle through the 
thumb loop from front to back. 



Wrap the ball end under and 
around the needle. 



Pull a new loop through the thumb 
loop by passing the thumb loop 
over the end of the needle. 
Remove thumb and tighten the 
new loop on the needle by 
pulling the free end. Continue in 
this way until you have cast on 
the required number of stitches. 



Knit 




Hold the needle with the cast on Pass the yarn under and around 

stitches in your left hand, and the right-hand needle,

Take the yarn back over the right- 
hand needle and forward between 
the needles to bring yarn round 
needle (yrn). Purl the next stitch. 




Knit this loop through the front 
to twist it. 



Bring yarn forward between the 
needles, back over the right-hand 
needle and forward again between 
the needles - yarn forward and 
round needle (yfrn). Purl next stitch. 




If you are working Ml on a purl 
row, you purl the loop through 
the front.

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KNITTING A TENSION SQUARE 



1 . Cast on the number of stitches given in 
the pattern to measure 10cm plus half 
as many again. 

2 . Work 15cm in stocking stitch and cast 
off loosely. 

3 . Use the same method you will use to 
press the finished item to block 
your tension square (see below). 

4 . Lay your fabric on a flat surface without 
stretching it. Use a ruler to measure 
2.5cm in from one edge and mark with 
a pin. 

5 . Measure 10cm horizontally from the first 
pin and mark with another pin. 

6 . Avoiding the cast on and cast off edges, 
which may distort the fabric, mark the 
same measurements again, vertically. 

7 . Work out your tension by counting the 
number of stitches and rows between 
the pins. If there are more than the 




pattern states, the square is too small: 
make another square with a needle a 
size larger. If there are fewer stitches 
than stated in the pattern, the square is 
too big: make another square using a 
needle a size smaller. 



Mattress stitch 

To join two pieces of stocking stitch lay the 
pieces flat, right sides up and together. 
Secure the pieces together by bringing the 
needle through from back to front at the 
bottom of the right-hand piece, taking the 
needle through the left-hand piece from 
back to front and back under the right-hand 
piece and out at the front. This makes a 
figure-of-eight with the yarn and gives a 
neat edge. 

Take the needle across and under the 
left-hand piece and bring it through to the 
front from the same hole as the securing 
stitch. Now take the needle back to the 
right-hand piece and bring it up under the 




horizontal strands of the two stitches 
above the first entry point. Take the needle 
back to the left-hand piece, insert the 
needle back into the stitch and take it up 
under the next two horizontal strands. Pull 
up the stitches to tighten them and draw 
the two edges together. Continue until 
seam is complete. 



GRAFTING (KITCHENER STITCH) 



pull the yarn through. Insert the needle 
knitwise into the first stitch on the back 
needle and pull the yarn through. 

*lnsertthe needle knitwise into the first 
stitch on the front needle and slip the stitch 
off the needle. Insert the needle purlwise 
into the next stitch on the front needle and 
pull the yarn through. Insert the needle 
purlwise into the first stitch on the back 
needle and slip this stitch off the needle. 
Insert the needle knitwise into the next 
stitch on the back needle and pull the 
yarn through.* 

Repeat from * to * until all the stitches 
have been worked. 




Blocking 



Grafting creates a seamless and 
invisible join at the toe 

First divide the stitches equally between two 
DPNs. Cut the yarn leaving enough to graft 
the stitches with. Thread the yarn onto a 
darning needle. Insert the needle purlwise 
into the first stitch on the front needle and 



The process of pinning and pressing 
knitted pieces is called blocking and 
it will make your finished projects 
look as good as possible. First sew 
in yarn ends, then steam or wet 
press as appropriate. 



steam pressing 

This method is used for natural 
yarns or those with a high wool 
content. Care should be taken with 
long-haired fibres such as mohair 
and angora, or items with textured 
stitches, to ensure the steaming 
process does not matt the fibres 
or flatten the pattern. Check the 
information on the ball band and 
test-press a tension square first if 
you have any doubts. 

Use rustproof large-headed pins 
to pin out each piece to its exact 
measurements, wrong side up, on 
your ironing board or blocking board. 
Lay a clean cotton cloth over your 
knitting to protect it. 

Set the iron to an appropriate 
heat setting for your yarn. Hold the 
iron close to the cotton cloth and 
allow the steam to permeate. Do 
not press the iron onto the knitted 
fabric. Remove the cloth and allow 
knitting to dry before unpinning. 



Wet pressing 

This method is suitable for 
synthetics and fancy yarns. Pin out 
your knitting as for steam pressing. 
Wet a clean cloth and squeeze out 
the excess water until it is Just 
damp. Place the cloth over your 
knitting and leave to dry. Remove 
the cloth when it is completely dry 
and ensure the knitted pieces are 
also dry before unpinning them.
